Cincinnati, July 3.—Seven non-union 


ice plants seized by order of Mayor 
Henry T. Hunt, were being operated 
today by the board of health in an et- 
t'ort to relieve the suffering caused by 
the strike ot engineers, firemen, driv- 
ers and helpers. 


The ice making machinery of the 


different 
plants were iu charge ot 
striking engineers and firemen, 
who 


were ordered to return to work 
by 


union officials 
under an agreement 


made with the mayor. No ice was 
"pulled" today, but it is said that a 
limited quantity will be turned 
out 


tonight or tomorrow and that it will 
be sold to the public. It is not the in- 
tention of the city officials to -deliver 
ice, but any one can obtain it by ap- 


plying at the 
platforms of 
the ice 


companies or at fire houses. 


While the ice 
manufacturers 
de- 


nounce the action ot the city they had 
tctkeu no steps early today to regain 
possession of the plants. 


The first step by the ice manufac- 
turers to regain possession of their 
plants was taken by the Cincinnati 
Ice company, which applied to Judge 
Spiegel, in the common pleas court 
for an injunction to restrain 
the 


city "from trespassing further on the 
property of the company." The pe- 
tition asked that a temporary in- 
junction be granted and that it be 
made permanent. 


As soon as the petition was filed 
the mayor was notified and he in-

when several men aroused the anger 
of an old veteran in blue by abusing 
Lincoln. Several of the wounded men 
are in a serious condition at the Penn- 
sylvania State hospital. 


The wounded men are:

ber of the state constabulary.

Four of the* kidnapers are said to 


be Americans and the filth a wealthy 
young Italian, who, it is claimed by 
the girl's sister, is an ardent wooer, 
who was thrown out of the Cuirerero 
home by the father of Lena. 


The kidnaping was sensational in 
its accomplishment. 


Lena, with her sister, Anna, 15, and 


two other Leetonia girls, were at the 
waiting station of the 
Youngstown 


and Ohio River trolley line at Leeto- 
nia this morning, waiting for a street 
car to take them 
to 
Columbiana, 
where they work, when a big touring 
car with five occupants whirled up in 
front ot the building. 


Four of the men leaped out, leaving 


one at the wheel. The four, among 
whom was the Italian, who was in the 
lead, drew revolvers and cdvered the 
girls and other passengers who were 
waiting tor the same car. Then, they 
grabbed Lena, and before the other 
girls and the 
remaining 
astonished 
spectators could give- an outcry 
or 


sound an alarm, tossed her into the 
.-rear .seat ot -th*-«M«omobilc, jumped in 
after her, and with their retreat cov- 
ered with revolvers, sped away. 


As soon as the kidnapers were out 


of sight, Youngstown officers were no- 
tified and a sjstematic effort to find 
the car and the gang and to rescue the 
girl was undertaken.

BLACKSMITHS HELPED. 


Loaned Anvil* For Proper Celebration 


of the Fourth. 


In the early day celebrations of the 


Fourth of July, whore there were no 
cannon, the blacksmiths lent tholr nn 
vils, each of which hud a sninll square 
depression in the base, holding from 
half an ounie to an ounce of powder 
This being filled in one of the anvils, n 
loose priming of powder was spread to 
the edge of the loaded anvil nnd th«> 
other placed upside down over the 
charge. A long, heated nail rod wns 
used to light the priming, and a loud 
report resulted. 


Sometimes a very thick, lint ring was 


hammered out and placed between 
the anvils, ^ hich doubled the "barge, 
the report nnd the danger. Short sec- 
tions of wooden pump log, breeched 
mid bound with iron, and like rude ar 
tillory were also utilized, and the mus- 
ket or fowling piece \s hich hung on the 
hooks over tho fireplace wns seldom 
silent on Independence day. 


An old horse pistol or one of the 


clumsy, 
short 
barreled, fliutlocked 


pocket pieces of that period wns a pre- 
cious possession In the eyes of a pntri 
otic American boy at the end of the 
eighteenth century, and any old gun 
nnd pistol barrels, tubes of Iron and 
brnss and even the gront keys of those 
days helped to furnish a substitute 
for legitimate weapons, as Indeed they 
still do to this day in some sections of 
the countrv

ble revenge in contemplating the fact 
that Mrs. Oilman will pass her fifty- 
third milestone today, as it is stated 
on the best authority, and has never 
been denied, that she was born in 
Hartford, Conn., July 3, 1860. 


Mrs. 
Oilman's first attempts at au- 


thorship were made under her maiden 
name of Charlotte Perkins. She was 
twenty-four when she married C. W. 
Stetson, and under the name of Char- 
lotte Perkins Stetson she gained an. 
international reputation as a writer of 
stories, poems and articles in the mag- 
azines, and as lecturer on such topics 
as the advancement of women and the 
labor question. Her flrst book, "Wo- 
men and Economics," was published 
in 1S98, and added greatly to her rep- 
utation as a clear and logical thinker.

PIRATES ENDED 


ilolo Tribesmen Must Be Good 


or Be Exterminated. 


LOATH TO GIVE UP WAYS, 


Warlike Inhabitant* of the Philippines 


Object to Any Form of Government. 


i Many Killed In the Most Recent Re- 


volt — Have Always Given Trouble. 


Washington. — Once more bns the 


ptubborn. untamed More had a forcible 
(I'inoustratlou of the fact that whore 
I nclf Sam sets his font law unit order 
imr*t prevail, t'tuler the command of 
P.rijiadier General John 1'ersliinsi, U. 
S. A., governor of the Mora provinces 
of the Philippines and commander of 
the military department of Mindanao, 
the American forces have dislodged a 
rebellious band from thoir fortified po- 
sition arid scattered them through the 


General Pershing characterized the 


fighting which ended in the dislodg-

ment of the Moros as "the fiercest since 
the American occupation of the is- 
lands." Vet the American forces came 
out of the struggle with less than a 
score as the total of killed and •wound- 
ed, while the Moros lost a ijreat many 
of their number in the successive en- 
gagetiieius covering a three days' pe- 
riod. Only their flight into the recesses 
of the hills, where they make their 
homes, saved them from extermination 
Had they not persisted, like the fanat- 
ics that they are. in throwing them- 
selves upon tho weapons of the Ameri- 
can troops scores of the Moros lost in 
the fighting would now be compara- 
tively safe with their brethren in the 
woods. 


The Moros have always given trou- 


ble to every one who has ever had any- 
thing to do with t'.em. They are not 
now and never have been rebels in tho 
political sense of the word. 
They do 


not object to the American government 
as .such, but rather to the idea of any 
government. 
They stubbornly refuse 


to recognize any ruler or any law ex 
copt that of their own sweet will. 


The recent trouble grew out of the 


dec-Won readied by General Pershing 
that the Moro must bow to ch ilization 
sufficiently to give up his arms. 
In 


tho nearly two years since this decision 
was reached all the Moros in the other 
islands have brought in their arms, re 
ceivcd 
compensation for them 
and 


turned into the paths of peace. 
If all 


of them have not taken up industry 
they have at least gone as far as their 
ancient traditions will permit toward 
earning a l i \ i u g by other methods than 
by piracy and robbery. 


Continued repudiation of pledges and 


breaking of promises by the Moros ne- 
gotiating with (Jem-mi I'ershing were 
followed by the fortification of an ex- 
tinct volcano near Hau'-ag, Jolo. Gen 
era I Purr-hing then determined that in 
justice to the Moros \\lio had peace, 
fully given up tht ir arms it was neces- 
sary to crush out the opposition in 
Jolo. 
Accordingly be assembled his 


forces and when all was ready storm 
ed and took the Moro positions. 


The- Moros who participated In the 


last sen file with T'ncle Sam aro really 
the standpatters of their generation 
They cannot forget the ilajs when to 
bo a Moro was to be superior to all 
law, 
either that of tbo natives or that 


of the white man. They cannot, for 
pet tho da>s of their piracy, when 
scores of Moro sailhonts ravaged the 
.shipping of tile entire Philippine archi- 
pelago 
Much less can they accept 


the dictum of the white man. who says 
that the Moro must henceforth stay 
at homo and pursue the weary roui.il 
of agriculture or fishing, or. nt lea<t. 
If he rnn«t wnndor. that tho rilie, thr 
liolo. the creese, the barong nud the 
spear must be left behind 
This Moro 


has nono but profound contempt for 
thoso of his tribesmen who havo quiet 
ly submitted to tho new order of 
things.

By a majority of almost exactly 


2 to 1, the voters of Cleveland hava 
decided to adopt the charter drawn 
up by 15 commissioners under the 
"home rule" amendment, to the Ohiu 
constitution. Only about 35,000 vot- 
ers, slightly more than one-third of 
the registered number, went to the 
polls. 
.. Precincts which are regarded as 
Republican defeated the proposal to 
adopt the charter by 'small majori- 
ties, but Democratic precincts return- 
ed big majorities. 


The final count stood 24,437 for 


and 12,077" against. 


The five principal features of the 


new city constitution are these: 


AH nominations for office must 
be made by petition, and there can 
be no political party designation on 
the ballots; the preferential system 
of voting is provided for. 


The city will have the short ballot, 


each voter voting for only a candi- 
date for mayor and one ward coun- 
cilman. 


There Is a sharp and 
clear dis- 


tinction made between executive and 
legislative functions. 


The merit system in its most pvo- 


nounced form is provided for for all 
appointments and promotions.

WOULD PRESERVE 


TREES AND BEAUTIFY 


PUBLIC PLAYGROUND 


An extensive plan for beautifying 


the public playground 
and at the 


same time preserving the more than 
150 treees on the ground, is being 
entertained by members of the board 
of education who have heard a pro- 
position submitted by a representa- 
tive of the Ohio Tree Expert com- 
pany of Columbus. 


It is "suggested that at a cost of 
'$175 every tree in the playground 
will be preserved by filling decayed 
.cavities, properly, trimming tile trees 
and treating the raw stubs of re- 
moved branches. 
Many of the trees 


have drooped along the creek bank 
and most of these have lost symme- 
try of form. It is proposed to raise 
these 
drooping 
branches, 
secure 


them with proper braces and thus 
train the tree- into a natural position 
of grace and beauty. 


Workmen in plaping benches un- 


der the trees have injured many of 
them seriously, it is reported, by 
chipping great chunks 
from their 
sides to make a fastening 
for the 


benches. 
This will' have to be rem- 


edied if there is hope of saving the 
trees, says the expert. 


It is likely the board of education 


will act on the matter promptly at 
its next regular meeting.

Tree Expert company of Columbus 
is the same that has the contract for

VETERANS IN CAMP 


AT GETTYSBURG 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS T E L E G R A M ) 


Gettysburg. July 'A.— There are many 


stories' floating around Gettysburg as 
there are 
veterans. Some 
of them 


sound strange and some improbable. 
Here is one which was told today U 
A. T Dice, vice president of the Head- 
ins railway. 


Once UIKIII a time there was a vet- 


eran in Gray and a veteran in 
Blue. 


They came to Gett.vsburg, and in the 
course of vents and visits to 
hotels 


they happened to meet. They looked 
over the sights of Gettysburg and the 
monuments to the 
dead. 
But 
they 


found they must part. 
The one in 


Blue lived in Oregon, the one in Gray 
in New Orleans. 
They went limping 


to the station together, passing train 
alter train. As they parted, just what 
tlie\ said when they reached the sta- 
tion Mr. Dice did not know. 


But, 
however, yesterday they finally 


decided that the time tor parting had 
really come. 
The one from Oregon 


couldn't figure how to part. The one 
in Gray while anxious to see the west 
didn't have the 
money to go. They 


lined up on the 
platforms as 
the 


trains stood waiting and then before 
the crowd, they slowly stripped off 
their uniforms and 
exchanged 
them 


there while the curious flocked to see 
them. The 
Oregonian 
who came 


proudly to town with a coat of Blue, 
went as proudly away with 
one of 


Gray, while the one from New Orleans 
returned with his uniform of Blue. 


The camp is full 
of 
unexpected 


meetings. Every day brings forth nu- 
merous reunions between men 
who 


have not seen one another for many 
years. 
Many are common place, but 


some are extraordinary. 
For instance 


here is one: I. 
D. Munsee of 
Erie 


-county, Pennsylvania, a soldier in the 
One Hundredth and Eleventh 
Penn- 


sylvania, was captured by the Confed- 
erates at Peach Tree Creek. 
Georgia, 


when he was one of Sherman's army 
on the celebrated 
march to the 
sea. 


He was being conveyed to the rear by 
a C'onfedrate soldier when the Union 
batteries opened fire upon the party 
among whom he was a prisoner. 
The 


sildier guarding Munsee was hit. and 
fell, knocking Munsee down and fall- 
ing on top of him. Seeing his chance 
of escape, he lay very still under the 
unconscious 
Confederate while tho 


battle raged around them. That night 
he slipped from under tne body and 
escaped to the Union lines. 


"I thought that fellow was dead." 


said Munsee. "But I saw him today." 


John C. Groom, commanding the 


force of police patrolling the town of 
Gettysburg, issued an appeal for an 
additional force of police, because ot 
the presence of many crooks.

The patriotic orders of the coun- 


try are trying to induce our people 
to pay more respecr to Old Glory. 
To that end the following rules and 
suggestions have been approved by 
the leading patriotic orders of th-3 
country. 


. Correct treatment of the flag. 


It should be displayed as our na- 


tional emblem and as an expression 
of patriolic feeling. 


It should have a place of honor 


and be correctly 
arranged 
and so 


placed that other objects will not in- 
terfere with it. 


Bunting should be used for decor- 


ative purposes. 


The flag should be hung with the 


field upward on the staff or cord and 
outward from a building. 


That, part of our flag which con- 


tains the stars is called the field and 
the other part is called the fly. 


In handling the flag as it is being 


attached to the halyards to be hoist- 
ed and when being taken from the 
halyards in 
lowering the fla~, it 


should not be allowed to to'ic.i tnc 
ground. 


It is illegal to use the flasr as an 


advertisement or as an advertis-ins 
attraclion. 


To tramp on the flag or to drag 


it on the ground is a nat'on?! in- 
sult when so treated by a citizen of 
another country. 


It should not be spread on the 


floors or shelves of show windows, 
nor should goods be placed thereon. 
II should not be drawn nor printed 
on goods nor on wrappers 
To use 


a (lag as a handkerchief or napkin 
is out of plac". 
Tt should never be 


used as an article of clothing. 


It should not be entwinc-d about 


wheels of carriages. 


It should not be defaced in any 


way. 


It is not proper and it is illegal to 


print words, paint or draw . 
on the United States HHJ?, or to at- 
tach inline* thereto, or in any *ax to 
deface
